Back inside the school, the Old Hammondtown 
School chorus, under the direction of Willow 
Dowling, sang patriotic songs as recorded background 
accompaniment spurred and caused difficulty. But as the 
saying goes, the show went on and the children received 
rousing applause for their effort.

Two other highlights of the event were the 
surprise acknowledgement of Paula Butterfield for her 25 
years of service as the secretary to the veteran's agent and 
Col. Joseph McGraw, the event's guest speaker. 

Butterfield was lauded for her 25 years of 
dedicated service to Tri-Town veterans and their families 
upon her retirement. Congratulating her and thanking 
her for her unflagging efforts was Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne, Veteran's Agent Barry Denham, Melody 
Pacheco, secretary to the board of selectmen, and Michael 
Lamoureux, Commander of Florence Eastman Post 280 
American Legion. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister, speaking on behalf 
of all the Tri-Town selectmen, said, "She gave her all to 
them," while presenting Butterfield with one of several 
plaques and citations she received. Others came from the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, Massachusetts 
Senate, and the Towns of Marion, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester, along with one from Post 280. 

In giving Butterfield the Post 280 plaque, 
Lamoureux said, "Only one other person has ever been 
given this honor." Butterfield thanked everyone through 
tears. 
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Col. Joseph McGraw was introduced by 
Lamoureux who shared highpoints of McGraw 7 s 
impressive military career including recent advancement 
to full colonel before handing over the podium. 

But McGraw had other plans as he stepped 
towards the audience and spoke directly to the children 
saying, /7 My remarks are prepared for these guys - the 
children. 77 

He spoke briefly and enthusiastically of his 
military experiences and work, noting that today's 
military is interested in doing its job with "the least cost of 
blood and treasure..." 

McGraw explained to the children that treasure 
was the nation's resource and in his mind that included 
people, not only those enlisted in military service, but also 
the families and friends of military personnel. 

"We pay a price for our freedom," McGraw told 
the assembled and again noted the part families played. 
He spoke of the hardest deployment he ever had. That 
deployment was when his wife, also in the military, was 
sent to the Middle East and he was left at home with their 
children. With humor, he spoke of the hard work of being 
a single parent when a spouse is away defending the 
nation. 

McGraw asked the children what Veterans Day 
was all about. Several children gave thoughtful responses 
with one child saying, "To honor everybody who have 
fought for freedom." 
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McGraw rounded out his comments by saying 
that we all had a responsibility to the country to do what 
we could - not just through military service, but through 
community participation and involvement. 

Old Hammondtown School band, under the 
direction of Emily LaFleur, played "The Star Spangled 
Banner" and "America the Beautiful." 

After the ceremony ended, the community was 
invited to witness a decommissioning ceremony for 
American flags at Dunseith Gardens planned by Boy 
Scout Troop 53. 

With Troop Leader Dennis McLaughlin looking 
on, the Scouts carried flags ready for respectful retirement 
to the waiting flames while "Taps" played softly in the 
background. The Scouts with solemn reverence carried 
over 500 flags to the fire. 

One flag had belonged to a WWII prisoner of war 
survivor, Francis Sylvia. His daughter, Kathleen DeMello, 
gave the flag to the Scouts for decommissioning as she 
looked on. 

Scout Leader Jodi Bauer said that Drew Robert 
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had built three flag collection boxes as part of his Eagle 
project. Those boxes had been placed at the Mattapoisett 
Police Department, town hall and library. The public was 
invited to bring their old tattered flags to the collection 
sites. The Scouts collect the flags, fold them in the 
procedural manner, and then prepare them for their final 
act. 

Bauer said that the Scouts had been dispatching 
flags for sometime but never where the public could 
participate. She hoped that several times a year the Scouts 
could use the property for this important service so that 
the public could witness this act of patriotic responsibility. 

Scout Mat Kiernan said it was important to 
dispose of American flags in a respectful manner, "You 
can't rip them up and just throw them away like trash." 
Amen. 

The flag ashes will be interred at the Tinkham 
Scout Camp. 

Marion Honors VFW Post 2425 on Veterans Day 

Marion Veterans Day Ceremony

The tone was a solemn one, as most Veterans Day 
observances are when giving thanks for those who have 
given part of their life or perhaps all of their life serving 
in the military or fighting in a foreign war. Yet this year's 
observance in Marion was especially bittersweet, given 
that the Benjamin D. Cushing VFW Post 2425, which has 
served the community for over eight decades, disbanded 
this year due to lack of membership. However, the Post 
2425 members gave one final gift to the town that will 
continue giving well into the future: the VFW building. 

Eighty-four flags, placed by Selectmen Chairman 
and Marion Recreation Department Director Jody 
Dickerson, stemmed up from the ground around the VFW 
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sign on the lawn at 456 Mill Street signifying the 84 years 
Post 2425 has served the community of Marion. Dickerson 
took the opportunity not simply to thank the veterans 
for their sacrifice and for the many years of events, 
fundraisers, and scholarships, but also to thank them for 
entrusting the town with the building, and thus allow for 
a proper senior center to be established for the citizens of 
Marion. 

"Since I started this (speech). I've said the words 
'thank you' six times already," Dickerson said with 
emotion in his voice and visibly in his eyes. "Today, I 
remove my title as selectman and just stand here as a 
grateful American." 

Guest speaker. Captain Eduardo Fernandez, 
a faculty member at the U.S. Naval War College in 
Newport, shared some harrowing experiences of his 
time serving in combat in Afghanistan, emphasizing 
the dedication those who served in combat with him 
displayed, even after witnessing the horrors fellow 
soldiers had endured. 

"Bravery, perseverance, and commitment..." 
said Fernandez. "The dedication of soldiers who knew 
about the horrible injuries and deaths that their fellow 
soldiers suffered, yet continued..." He asked of those in 
attendance, "Let us endeavor to let [them] know that they 
did not suffer in vain." 

Post Commander Delmiro "Demi" Barros gave a 
heartfelt thank you to the town and an emotional good- 
bye of sorts on behalf of VFW Post 2425. 

"This has been a grueling ten months for me 
when we got the notice we were going to have to shut the 
doors," said Barros. "It's been a big part of my life. I'm 
having a hard time with this. . ." 

Looking over the years of photos, files, and 
newspaper clippings, Barros said he realized that this 
VFW Post was "no joke." 

"I never thought I'd be the last commander of 
this post, but here we are," said Barros. He said it was a 
"bittersweet" time, speaking first of the bitter and then the 
sweet. "The sweet part of this is that this property is going 
to the Town of Marion. This post wouldn't have had it 
any different..." 
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Many in the crowd wiped tears as he spoke, and 
when Barros called Dickerson up to stand before him at 
the podium, Dickerson wiped away tears as well. 

"Jody, I just want to say it's been an honor ... as 
a three-time commander of VFW Post 2425, 1 want to let 
you know I stand relieved." 

Reverend Warren Washburn gave his own tearful 
goodbye during the benediction. 

"[As we give thanks] to those who have given so 
much to us, we express our gratitude for their service to 
our country and to our community," said Washburn with 
emotion, "may we, like them, live our lives with similar 
devotion..." 
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Talking To Young Children 
About Opiate Addiction

It seems simple enough, having a conversation 
with your children. As parents, you are talking to your 
kids all the time telling them what to do, how to do 
it, when to do it, why to do it while providing a solid 
role model - right? But the truth is that having difficult 
conversations with one's children about subjects like 
drugs is tough even in the most thoroughly engaged 
households. Dr. Thomas Bozzo wants to change that. 

On November 9 at the Mattapoisett Public 
Library, Bozzo, a Mattapoisett resident who specializes in 
addiction treatments in New Bedford, presented valuable 
information on ways to begin the important dialogue of 
drug education for young children. 

Bozzo sees the horror of opiate addiction 
everyday. He believes that early education regarding the 
pitfalls of using prescription drugs for anything other 
than short-term prescribed pain relief can turn very bad, 
very quickly for almost anyone. Bozzo shared a few case 
studies of people who have walked through his clinic 
doors, people who he described as having been successful 
contributing members of society yet found themselves 
slaves to opiate addiction. 

There was the 23-year-old woman who at the 
tender age of 13 tried a pill she got from a friend. Feeling 
a sense of confidence she did not otherwise possess, one 
pill led to more until years later she would find herself 
jailed, infected with hepatitis C, and having her children 
taken. "You never know," Bozzo said. "It can happen to 
anyone." 

He talked about an electrician, who after suffering 
a shoulder injury and receiving prescribed oxycodone, 
found all his other pains abated and quickly went from 
using pain medication for legitimate reasons to illegally 
buying large quantities to feed a growing drug habit. 

Or the 26-year-old college student who 
experimented with pills in college, or the 42-year-old 
female whose car accident at the age of 26 found her 
spiraling down the drug rabbit hole of hell. For these 
people, the little pills became the only thing that mattered. 
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"Every young person needs to be aware," Bozzo 
told the audience. And he had a strong message, "The 
best way to treat opiate addiction is to avoid it in the first 
place." 

He cautioned parents that when their children 
have an injury like a broken bone or sprained ankle, 
some attending physicians are too quick in prescribing 
pain medications. Bozzo suggested not filling those 
prescriptions and trying less problematic pain treatments 
such as ibuprophen or ice. Bozzo said, "Pain is temporary 
- addiction is forever." 

In discussing the doctors' role in the opioid 
crisis, Bozzo said that there was a time when doctors 
weren't managing severe pain adequately. However, 
ultra-conservative protocols escalated to over-prescribing, 
especially as cheaper opiate-based medications were 
developed. He said that there was "plenty of blame to go 
around" from drug companies, to doctors, to demanding 
patients. 

"You have to advocate for yourself and your 
children," Bozzo cautioned parents. Although new 
dispensing protocols have been put in place in the past 
month with tighter regulatory controls on prescribing 
pain medications, the education of children must remain 
a high priority for parents. That was the message Bozzo 
repeated throughout his presentation. 

Bozzo said that conversations with children as 
young as 8 or 9 are necessary. He conceded, however. 
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that having conversations with pre-teens and teenagers 
remains a challenge for parents and medical professionals. 

There is no one-size-fits-all answer, but Bozzo 
offered printed materials and websites that could assist 
parents and educators in developing their own "talk." He 
suggested speaking "with your children" not "to your 
children" in an open and honest exchange. 

Bozzo directed the group to visit www. 
massclearinghouse.ehs. state. ma.us for guidance and 
information geared to having a conversation with 
children, as well as information that can be downloaded 
and shared with family members. The library also has 
pamphlets and other printed materials for parents to 
assist in educating young children. 


VFW Property Wrinkles Town House Planning 

Marion Board of Selectmen

On November 15, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
once again met with members of the Town House 
Building Committee, this time to hear a request for 
$14,600 from a Community Preservation grant. The funds 
would be used to complete proposals the committee 
wishes to put before the residents. 

William Saltonstall spoke on behalf of the 
committee saying, "We've listened to considerable 
criticism on the town house project, especially with the 
VFW land coming into the picture and with commitments 
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to the sewer." He explained that they have four possible 
solutions but may need to get additional community 
feedback. 

The four plans are: 1) renovation of the entire 
building; 2) a reduced plan renovating only the historic 
portion with removal of later additions; 3) the same as 
option #2 but with construction of a new addition for 
meeting space; and 4) new building on VFW site that 
was previously designed for the ball field near Sippican 
School. 

Saltonstall said, "Numbers 2 and 3 need to be 
explored," and suggested to the selectmen that the money 
could come from community preservation because of the 
historic significance of the building. 

Committee member Priscilla Ditchfield said that a 
survey could be sent out with the annual census to allow 
. .the people to weigh in. . ." 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves said it was a great 
idea but questioned "throwing more money" at the 
project before knowing the will of the people. There were 
also murmurs from the audience supporting his comment. 

Several letters filed with the selectmen's office 
supported study of the VFW property as the future home 
of the town's municipal offices. 

This seemed to reopen the entire project up to a 
new round of "what do we do" with Selectman Stephen 
Cushing saying, "We've been down this road before." 

Cushing said, "I think we need to keep the ball 
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rolling," and moved to allow the grant request to move 
forward. This was seconded by Selectman Jody Dickerson 
with Gonsalves casting a nay 

The selectmen also met with members of the 
Board of Assessors. Brad Eames led the conversation 
saying that it was time to consider a single tax rate for all 
properties in the town. He said that a rate of $11.41 per 
thousand would not put an undue burden on residential 
rates that are, in fact, 92 percent of all property taxes paid. 
Eames said that with few commercial establishments, an 
undue burden would fall to those businesses. 

The selectmen agreed and voted to approve a 
single tax rate. 

Deborah Giokas of Rocky Nook Road came before 
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the selectmen to plead for help in her neighborhood from 
what she termed " dangerous breed" dogs owned by Greg 
Silva. 

Giokas said that one of Silva's dogs had attacked 
her daughter's dog. She submitted veterinarian bills. 
Giokas said that her family had been devastated by 
the incident witnessed by her grandson. She reported 
that Silva had said he would install an electronic fence 
and attend dog- training classes, but she felt that wasn't 
sufficient. She said that Silva had three large breed 
dangerous dogs and that all the neighbors were fearful. 

The selectmen along with Dawson suggested 
that she prepare an article for town meeting that would 
ask the voters to amend bylaws governing ownership of 
certain types of dogs and that they would hold a public 
hearing to allow for public input on the matter of Silva's 
animals to ascertain if any further action is needed on the 
part of the town to protect the public. 

Chris Bryant aired his frustration over efforts he 
has made to secure permission to move forward with 
a proposed aquaculture license for waters off Planting 
Island. He said he has tried for eight months, "...and I 
have not understood the process..." 

Harbormaster Isaac Perry came forward saying 
that the process has always been the same: the selectmen 
first decide whether or not the applicant can proceed; 
then, the applicant requests a public hearing; next, the 
applicant seeks a decision from the Department of Marine 
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Fisheries; and if all of that goes in favor of the project, the 
selectmen have the final word on whether or not to grant 
a license. 

Bryant received permission to take the next step: 
requesting a public hearing. 

Dawson discussed the application of a drinking 
water grant seeking the selectmen's approval to proceed. 
The grant would entail securing funding from several 
sources to purchase 164 acres off Wolf Island Road in 
Rochester to protect Marion's drinking water source. The 
request was approved. The total price tag for the property 
is $460,000. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 6 at 7:00 pm in the 
town house conference room. 


Memorial Announced at Selectmen Meeting 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee announced the 
dedication of a bench at the Rochester Police Station to 
former Police Chief Elmer Lawrence. 

"I was very fortunate to know Chief Lawrence, 
who served from 1967 to 1970," Magee said. "Of course, I 
didn't know him at that time," he joked, "but I was very 
fortunate to know him and learn the history of Rochester 
from him. There were many donations made in his name 
when he passed in 2007 with the intent of creating a 
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memorial, but we wanted to find something special for 
him. Many members of his family are here tonight. It 
means a lot to them, and it means a lot to me." 

Magee continued on to invite the board to 
the upcoming dedication, which will include a small 
ceremony. 

The memorial bench was one element of an Eagle 
Scout project completed by Riley Nordahl, who was 
honored at the meeting for completing his project. 

"Riley approached us about working on his Eagle 
Scout project. The Rochester Police Station was in dire 
need of landscaping, so he volunteered to take that on," 
Magee explained. "He redid all of the flowerbeds and 
created the nice memorial bench to Elmer Lawrence. It 
was a very nice job, very professionally done." 

Nordahl was given a certificate by both the 
Selectmen and the Police Brotherhood for his services to 
the community, and he received an enthusiastic round of 
applause from the room. 

Magee had one more new project to announce 
before he left the meeting. 

"Rochester is entering into Project Outreach, a 
locally-based program to get addiction sufferers help," he 
told the room. "A lot of towns nearby are already part of 
the project: Plymouth, Brockton and Duxbury. In the area, 
and even in Rochester itself, we've seen a number of drug 
overdoses and even overdose deaths. The phenomenon is 
only increasing; we're starting to see overdoses daily, and 
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I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may he due, hut 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with 
more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to 
getting the carrier out of the basement. That way the 
cat can't disappear. Bring the carrier into the bathroom 
and keep the door closed so the cat won't escape. 
Feliway is a pheromone that may decrease your cat's 
anxiety when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier. 
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overdose deaths once a week." 

Magee explained that the project would help 
overdose victims receive treatment. 

"The day after they're released from the 
hospital, a plainclothes Rochester police officer will visit 
the house and offer an immediate bed at a treatment 
facility. A treatment bed is an incredibly hard thing for 
an individual to find on their own, and we want that to 
change." 

Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker thanked 
Magee for introducing the program. 

"I'm glad you're bringing this in. It's a great thing 
for the people of Rochester, to offer them this help" she 
said. 
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In other matters. Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar and Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel gave an 
update on Rochester's electric car bid. 

"We've decided on three Kia Souls," Daniel 
explained, "as they came in at the best bid. The charge 
stations will be on the far side of the Town Hall; the first 
four parking spots will be charging spots." 

Old Colony offered to do the electric wiring for 
the charging stations, which Daniel appreciated. 

"It will only cost us parts, not labor," he said. 
"Labor wouldn't really be a big deal since we got such a 
great deal on the charging stations, but it's good learning 
experience for the students, so I'd rather have them do it 
anyway." 

Daniel mentioned that the new cars could be 
delivered as early as Monday. Several town cars will be 
donated, but the vehicle in the best condition will be 
retained for out-of-town trips, as the electric cars do have 
distance limitations. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen will take place on November 22 at 7:00 pm in 
Rochester Town Hall. 
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Protecting salt and fresh water sources from 
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a problem. But on November 9, Marion's Conservation 
Commission heard about a new type of residential septic 
system called Singulair. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider and 
Associates, representing Sue Reamer, 25 Holly Road and 
Robert Wilson, 43 Holly Road, presented the cases. 

Presently, the neighbors are the only residents 
still utilizing "tight tanks" as part of their septic systems. 
Davignon said that he recently received certification for 
designing Singulair systems that his clients are interested 
in installing. 

Davignon explained that the system employs a 
bottomless sand filtration process, pre-treatment, removal 
of nitrogen, and a raised leaching field. 

The commissioners were intrigued and asked for 
printed materials that they could independently study. 

While discussing the projects, two commissioners 
noted that the Reamer property was found to have 
sustained "aggressive mowing" into jurisdictional 
areas. Reamer said, "I did it, I take full responsibility." 
Commissioner Norm Hills said, "We've also got a 
problem with the wetlands line." 

Davignon agreed that the wetland delineation 
needed to be confirmed and that an on-site visit with 
wetland scientists from L.E.C. Consultants was warranted. 

The Reamer and the Wilson notice of intent filings 
were continued until November 30. 

Other business handled were the issuance of a 
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certificate of compliance to Carl Bevilacaqua, 760 Mill 
Street, contingent upon the filing of as-built plans; a 
negative 3 ruling to Paul and Linda Vivino, 34 Register 
Road, for the construction of a farmer's porch; and the 
conditioning of a notice of intent filing to the Sippican 
Lands Trust for the construction of an accessible trail 
located off Point Road to the Osprey Marsh property 

The commissioners discussed the fall monitoring 
report submitted by Goddard Consulting regarding 
the solar array property at 99 Perry's Lane. The report 
indicated that plantings around the site are thriving. The 
next report will be issued in the spring. 

They also discussed the 35-page report submitted 
by John Rockwell on the state of woodlands property 
earmarked for the Marion bike path. Rockwell requested 
that the commissioners complete an on-site review of 
the proposed 4-mile pathway before November 30. They 
discussed the possibility of using an all-terrain vehicle 
due to the heavily vegetated area while conceding 
that to walk the trail before the deadline was probably 
unrealistic. 

Commissioner Hills brought the commission's 
attention to a possible violation at 102 Quails Crossing 
Road. He said that while performing in-field work on 
an abutting property, he noted that landscaping beyond 
the scope permitted by the conservation commission 
may have taken place. He asked that a letter be sent to 
the property owners requesting a meeting to discuss the 
matter. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for November 30 at 7:00 pm in 
the town house conference room. 

Seabreeze Lane Notice Of Intent Continued 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Daniel and Lisa Craig of 4 Seabreeze Lane have 
been in a tug of war, so to speak, over whether or not they 
must return more than 20,000 square feet of designated 
wetlands to its original condition versus a massive lawn 
area. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition previously alerted 
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the town that encroachment activities had taken place 
at several residences in the subdivision, including 
the Craigs. The other homeowners had worked with 
the Conservation Commission to provide mitigation 
or restoration in areas that had been altered without 
regulatory oversight and permission. The Craigs, 
however, pushed back from what the Conservation 
Commission was asking on their parcel. 

A 2015 Notice of Intent filing by the Craigs was 
later withdrawn at their request when, according to their 
representative Brandon Faneuf of Ecosystem Solutions, 
Inc., "Things weren't going as they hoped..." Faneuf 
believed that a 75-foot no-touch zone was no longer 
enforceable because the Craigs had received a Certificate 
of Compliance on other permitted work on the property. 
The Conservation Commission followed up the NOI 
withdrawal with an Enforcement Order. 

The Craigs filed suit in Superior Court. That 
case was heard on November 10. Chairman Bob Rogers 
said that no decision had been released yet, but that the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition was supporting the Town's effort. 

On November 14, all of the history came out in 
an hour and 45-minute hearing. At times, Faneuf strongly 
disagreed with Rogers, while Conservation Commission 
member Mike King challenged Rogers' questioning the 
Craigs' new NOI filing. 

In their latest filing, the Craigs asked permission 
to retain 21,826-square feet of lawn located in the buffer 
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zone, but not permitted. 

Faneuf said the 75-foot no-touch zone doesn't 
apply because the Conservation Commission never said it 
did. 

But present at the hearing was Korrin Petersen, 
senior attorney for the Buzzards Bay Coalition. She 
said that since 2000, when the subdivision that created 
Seabreeze Lane came before the town, the coalition 
had worked with the Conservation Commission due to 
serious concerns over sensitive wetlands that empty into 
Buzzards Bay. She said that the 75-foot no-touch zone was 
"into perpetuity" and was "on their deed." 

"Eel Pond is very sensitive to nitrogen," Petersen 
said. For that reason, she explained, the size of lawns had 
been restricted and no-touch and buffer zones established 
to help prevent fertilizers from running off into the 
delicate ecosystem. 

"I urge the commission to [require] full 
restoration back to the buffer zone," Petersen requested, 
adding, "It's time to raise the conversation to a 
conservation restriction with monitoring on a regular 
basis." 

Faneuf rebutted Petersen's comments saying, "No 
fertilizer is used on the lawn," and, "In my opinion, the 
75-foot no-touch zone doesn't exist." 

While tempers simmered at times, including 
commission member King saying, "I think we are 
wasting a lot of time on nothing," Rogers was able to 
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achieve cooperation from Faneuf. Rogers insisted 

that submitted plans be updated to include confirmed 
wetlands flagging and that Conservation Agent Elizabeth 
Leidhold be given the opportunity to make a site visit 
with him. Leidhold asked for outside peer review from 
John Rockwell who had previously assisted the Town at 
this site. The hearing was continued until November 28. 

In other business, Nick Nicholson on behalf 
of Weather-Ready Mattapoisett received a negative 
determination on a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for the placement of a camera post on 
Reservation Beach for the purpose on documenting the 
health of Eel Pond. 

David Mclntire, 18 Main Street, received an Order 
of Conditions for the construction of an addition to his 
residence, and in a separate filing, for four cottages on 
Mahoney Lane for the construction of small additions. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for November 28 
at 6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 


Board's Uncertainty Delays Jenney Vote 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Marion Building Commissioner Scott Shippey left 
the room during the Zoning Board of Appeals meeting 
on November 10 as the board began deliberating whether 
or not it would uphold Shippey' s cease and desist 
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order against David Jenney of 818 Point Road for an 
unpermitted logging operation, or grant Jenney's appeal 
and thus recognize the firewood cutting activities at the 
property as a grandfathered activity 

Jenney' s attorney, John Mathieu, over the course 
of two ZB A meetings, had submitted over 70 affidavits 
from neighbors and associates of Jenney's attesting to the 
presence of tree cutting and firewood cutting and limited 
selling of firewood to friends at the address. It was up to 
the board, said Town Counsel Jon Whitten, to determine if 
the board had enough evidence to find in favor of Jenney 
When it came down to discussion, however, the 
board remained fixated on determining whether or not 
Jenney's firewood cutting and selling was a "business" 
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rather than deliberating the evidence - submitted letters, 
affidavits, and testimony by residents during meetings 
- to determine whether or not these firewood cutting or 
logging practices pre-date the 1954 bylaws that would 
now prohibit a full-scale logging/ firewood selling 
business at the property 

In light of complaints by residents at The Cove, 
which prompted the building commissioner's action, 
Jenney and his attorney, as well as a slew of residents, 
maintain that for generations, at least since Jenney' s 
grandfather owned all the property that constitutes The 
Cove, the family has cut and processed and sold firewood 
at 818 Point Road. 

Whitten told the board before he left, "It's either 
ongoing or it hasn't on this lot." He said whether it was a 
business or not was irrelevant. 

Mathieu stated that the activity of cutting 
firewood at Jenney's own residence was not an illegal 
activity, nor would a vote against Jenney prohibit him 
from cutting firewood at his home. 

During deliberations, the board wondered if 
Shippey had the cease and desist language wrong by 
calling Jenney's activities "logging" when Jenney was not 
cutting down trees, only bringing home some cut trunks 
to be chopped into firewood that he would either use or 
sell off the excess. 

Chairman Marc LeBlanc continued questioning 
the presence of a business at the Jenney home until 
board member Betsy Dunn mentioned the word 
"grandfathered," wrangling the conversation back to 
the question at hand: whether or not the Jenney s, for 
generations, have always cut firewood at 818 Point Road. 

Evidently stumped by the question, the board 
then wondered amongst itself whether or not it could take 
a vote with four members present in case there was a tie. 
What would happen then? 

"I wish Jon (Whitten) were here," said Dunn. 

The board made no decision and took no action, 
despite the 100 days from the day the appeal was filed, or 
the December 15 deadline, inching nearer. 

The board agreed it could always add an 
emergency meeting to address the matter should it need 
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to. 

Also during the meeting, the board granted 
the Special Permit to add a third bedroom to the bed & 
breakfast owned by Kate Hill located at 460 Front Street. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for December 8 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

ConCom Approves Property Restoration 

Rochester Conservation Commission

David Smith approached the Rochester 
Conservation Commission on November 15 looking 
for approval to clear two properties that previously 
belonged to George Church and that now belong to the 
Rochester Land Trust. Commission member Rosemary 
Smith excused herself from the discussion due to personal 
involvement with the application. 

" We've recently bought a 3.5 acre property on 
the east side of Mattapoisett Road, opposite the Church 
homestead and the Church Fields and pony pastures," he 
explained. "There are a lot of stone walls on the property, 
but there's woody growth all around them and in the 
fields. We'd like to cut all of the woody vegetation on 
the insides of all the walls and the outside of the walls 
bordering the road. We'd also like to clear the fields of any 
hardwoods or small trees, and return them to pasture and 
possibly eventually a hay field." 
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"So you aren't tilling the soil or anything?" 
commission member Kevin Cassidy asked. "You're just 
removing brush and trees?" 

"No, right now it's just removing the brush and 
undergrowth," Smith confirmed. 

"From what I see, it's really just a continuation of 
what George Church used to do, and what the Land Trust 
has done, which is to mow the property once a year," 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said. "Mr. Smith is 
just trying to return the property to more of a pasture-like 
appearance, which is what it once would have been." 

Farinon recommended that the board issue a 
negative determination with a stipulation that the field be 
mowed between December 1, 2016 and March 1, 2017. The 
motion was approved. 

Marc and Meredith Rousseau of 301 Walnut Plain 
Road came before the board with a proposal to construct 
a leaching trench that would fall within the 100-foot 
buffer zone of the bordering wetlands. The Rousseaus 
have a separate filing with the board, which had been 
heard previously, for the relocation of a driveway, the 
installation of 98 feet of new paved driveway, and the 
installation of a vinyl privacy fence. Representative 
Douglas Schneider of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates 
Inc., explained, "While the previous filing was being 
heard, the owners decided that they also wanted to add 
this leaching trench, so we've added this filing as well." 

Schneider told the board that the 18 inch-deep 
trench was done mainly to move more runoff water on 
the property. The proposal was approved with a negative 
determination, allowing it to move forward. 

The last proposal of the night came from A. 
Hammerman and M. Kirby for property at 80 Snow's 
Pond Road. The owner's representative, Rick Charon 
of Charon Associates, said, "Basically the property is 
a peninsula into Snow's Pond made of sand. We're 
trying to repair two cottages and a main house. The 
two cottages currently have separate septic tanks; we're 
trying to combine them both into one septic system. The 
main house will still have a separate system. We're tying 
everything into a leaching field for eight bedrooms." 

Charon noted that the original plan, which was 
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revised, was to take down about 12 large trees to create 
a new leaching field. When he spoke with Farinon to 
revise the problem though, they took a second look at the 
property and were able to move the leaching field to an 
area that had previously been cleared. 

"So this project won't take down any trees at all?" 
Rosemary Smith asked. 

"Nope, not even to run the pipe," Charon said. 
"We're even able to run that between the pipes." 

The project was approved with a negative 
determination, on the stipulation that the board be called 
in to re-inspect the erosion barriers before the project was 
completed. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission will take place on December 6 at 7:00 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall. 


Committee Approves New 
Special Ed Staff at Sippican 

Marion School Committee

A changing population at Sippican School 
prompted central school administration to recommend to 
the Marion School Committee on November 9 that they 
approve the hiring of a board certified behavior analyst 
(BCBA) to the Sippican School staff. 

The BCBA position requires a master's degree, 
certification in the field that is current, and experience 
working in a full-inclusion setting. Director of Student 
Services Michael Nelson said the district has been relying 
heavily on an outside autism consultant for most of the 
behavioral issues as they arise, and the need for a staff 
member who can service the school's own student body is 
sorely needed. 

"Our needs have changed and we need to go in a 
different direction," said Nelson. "Something has to give 
from a staffing standpoint. ... We need to come up with a 
new intervention and a new direction. ..." 

Principal Lyn Rivet addressed the committee, 
which was receptive to the proposal. 

"We have a changing demographic that includes 
children across all grades," said Rivet. 
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New students with " challenging behaviors," as 
well as existing students and an increasing number of 
students with Individualized Education Plans (IEPs), 
have precipitated the need for a full-time qualified BCBA. 

"I think our school has changed," said Chairman 
Christine Marcolini. "When I think what the population 
sort of looked like five years ago, it's very different than 
what it is now." 

Other schools, said Marcolini, are following this 
same BCBA path, with growing numbers of students with 
more challenging and complex behavior issues. 

"I think this is a 'must-do' instead of a 'nice-to- 
do/" said School Committee member Kate Houdelette. 

In other matters. Rivet briefly discussed the 2015 
PARCC results that reflect enough growth to sustain 
the school as a Level 1 school for another year in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

"This year, we have a great deal to celebrate," 
said Rivet. 

"A lot to be proud of for sure," said Marcolini. "It 
was really nice to see that all the work your staff put into 
. . . really pay off."

A presentation was held on November 7 in the 
Old Rochester Regional High School auditorium to 
recognize the recipients of the John and Abigail Adams 
Scholarships. 

Fifty- three members of the Class of 2017 were 
acknowledged for their accomplishment, of which three 
were recognized as commended students of the National 
Merit scholarship. 

Two juniors were also presented with an award 
of excellence from the National Academy of Future 
Physicians and Medical Scientists. 

The John and Abigail Adams Scholarship 
serves as a tuition waiver for up to eight semesters of 
undergraduate education at any of the 26 participating 
colleges in Massachusetts. Recipients were required to 
receive a score of "advanced" or "proficient" on the Grade 
10 Mathematics and EL A MCAS exams, as well as scoring 
in the top 25% of graduating students in their school 
district. 

The Commended Students of the 2017 National

The depth throughout the team was clear, with the Junior 
Varsity securing a second place finish in their respective 
race, led by freshman Jack Hutchinson who finished third. 

For Head Coach Chris Adams, this championship 
was his third in his 32 years of coaching, but his first in 
his 18 years at Tabor Academy This was also the first time 
Tabor ever won the New England Championships, as well 
as the first time that Tabor hosted the championships. 
Adams argues that this was not a coincidence. 

"I feel that racing at home was a big psychological 
boost for us - it's our home course that we know better 
than anyone, and we didn't have to travel hours on a 
bus," said Adams. "But we could have won on any course 
based on how we ran all fall." 

The team graduates four seniors this year, and 
only two of them raced on varsity The rest of the varsity 
was comprised of four sophomores and one freshman, 
meaning that this success is only expected to continue 
for years to come.

Hussein is also looking to the future. 

"Of course I want to win this title again, but what 
I really want is for the team to win this title again the next 
two years and always in the future too," Hussein said. 

As the Cross Country teams competed close to 
home, the rest of the Tabor athletic community traveled 
to Holderness, New Hampshire to face off against rival 
Holderness School for a final time. 

The rivalry, which began in 1996, is finally 
coming to a close after Tabor joined the Independent 
School League earlier this fall. Several schools have been 
suggested as possible replacements as rivals; however, a 
decision has not been reached as to whom this will be. 

During the rivalry games, which alternate 
between Tabor and Holderness as hosts each year, each 
varsity and junior varsity team of each fall sport competes 
against its counterpart from Holderness School. The 
winner of the final Holderness Day came down to the 
wire, but the Varsity Football team held on to break the tie

To the Editor: 

I am writing to alert Mattapoisett voters to an 
unusual and unexpected article that will be included 
in the Special Town Meeting to be held on Monday, 
November 21, 2016 that would cost the taxpayers going 
forward as much as $200,000 each year. The proposed 
article, currently drafted as Article 10, asks for $30,985 to 
fund two new full-time public safety professionals, one 
to the fire department and one to the police department. 
The cost noted in the article is only for partial year 
salaries and training but does not include the costs and 
benefits that the two employees would require each year. 
Full costs include salary, overtime, current and retiree 
health care, pension, cash payouts for unused sick time, 
unemployment and workers compensation insurance, 
workplace injury insurance, educational incentives, 
training, uniforms, vehicles, and other equipment, and are 
likely to exceed $200,000 each year. 

Our annual budget is completed only once per 
year, in the spring, when expected revenues are allocated 
to all town departments and are presented to town 
meeting for approval after six months of exhaustive 
review, argument, and public discussion. The balancing 
of the budget requires that choices be made to consider 
making both increases and decreases in departmental 
budgets and personnel, at the same time. In the fall, the 
town usually meets to consider whether to allocate any 
excess of net revenues to address any emergency items 
such as hurricane damage, equipment or infrastructure 
failures, personnel changes or injuries. Unexpected 
excess net revenues are also often used to fund one-time 
expenses for items that had been postponed in the spring 
due to revenue uncertainties or lack of information. For 
example, there are two articles this fall for traffic and 
road improvements that required information and / or 
approvals from the state that were obtained only after

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the spring meeting. Another example arose because at 
the spring town meeting, the town had not yet finalized 
certain union and employee contracts so only an estimate 
was included in the spring budget. Those contracts have 
been finalized and a number of adjustments are required 
to align those employee costs to each department and for 
transfers from one funding category to another. 

It is unusual to make major budget decisions in 
the fall when voter turn-out is expected to be minimal. 
However, in some cases, low voter participation may be 
preferred by some. I urge all town voters to ask questions 
and attend the town meeting next Monday. I apologize for 
the brief notice but was only informed about this when I 
read The Wanderer late last week.

Ghostbusters (2016). Starring Melissa McCarthy and 
Kristen Wiig. Directed by Paul Feig. Running time: 116 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The key to the Ghostbusters reboot is that it works 
not so much as a comedy (it's fitfully amusing) or as a 
big-budget adventure but as an unforced celebration of 
feminism. The four heroic women suffer some sexism, 
but not enough to get in their way significantly (they 
mostly power through and do what they want anyway). 

If they're not taken seriously, it's because they insist that 
ghosts exist, not because they're female. At heart it's a 
story about two friends since childhood, who grew up to 
be scientists Erin Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) and Abby Yates 
(Melissa McCarthy), and who have grown apart since 
co-writing a book on the paranormal, which Erin has 
disavowed. The whole creaky, noisy spectacle leads to the 
moment when one of these women literally jumps into 
the abyss to save the other. 

That's what it's all about, in the end; 
saving the world is okay, but sisterhood matters more. 
Ghostbusters has a sketchy script (by director Paul 
Feig and Katie Dippold), which functions largely as a 
clothesline for supernatural gags, but then so did the 
script for the sacrosanct 1984 original. (Aside from Peter 
McNicol's performance, I'd just as soon forget about the 
wanting 1989 sequel.) I think Feig and Dippold, probably 
with the encouragement of the actresses, really just 
wanted to tell a small-scale story about the bond between 
smart women, and in Ghostbusters they seized the chance 
to do it on a massive scale, on a $145 million budget. 

God knows most of the legitimately funny bits could 
have been filmed in a one-bedroom flat for five dollars. 
But movies like that don't get greenlit any more. Movies 
that cost $145 million and have a connection to a beloved 
franchise do. 

Feig enjoys stories about friendships between 
women, and he has told them again and again in the 
last few years, in Bridesmaids and The Heat and Spy. Two 
minority women, the African-American subway worker 
and armchair city historian Patty Tolan (Leslie Jones) 
and the crypto-gay nuclear engineer Jillian Holtzmann 
(Kate McKinnon), round out the quartet of ghostbusters, 
and they all go to the limits of existence for each other. 
They're afraid but forge ahead anyway, the true definition 
of bravery. Ghostbusters was not as big a hit as it should 



have been, or else McKinnon would have handily stolen 
the summer and perhaps the year. She gives us a scientist 
highly entertained by the buzz of her own brain. Jones' 
Patty largely recalls Richard Pryor's routine about black 
people's comically pragmatic response to the supernatural 
(get the hell out) while managing to feel much less like a 
token afterthought than Ernie Hudson's black ghostbuster 
in the original. 

This Ghostbusters doesn't feel like its predecessors, 
or look like them; it lacks the original's cool, slick '80s 
lamination — the director of photography is Robert 
Yeoman, who provides the warm, bright hues of every 
Wes Anderson film (and all the aforementioned Paul Feig 
movies). The phantasms glow sickly green, and spew 
green slime; the improved technology gives us more 
visually elaborate ghosts but can't give us a reason for 
their ghosting around. There's a plot thread about some 
nerdy mad scientist trying to start the apocalypse (ah, that 
old thing), and the movie itself seems fatally uninterested 
in everything to do with it. This nerd gets killed about 
an hour in and spends the rest of our time hopping from 
body to body, eventually settling inside the ghostbusters' 
hunky but dim secretary Kevin (Chris Hemsworth, 
enjoying being stupid). I don't imagine Paul Feig cared 
about the whys and wherefores of the ghosts; I know I 
didn't. 

Yet Ghostbusters is commendable for its respect for 
intelligence, its regard for friendship; its Stronger Together 
emphasis feels like a balm in the cold days post-Hillary. (It 
may be best apprehended as an artifact of the era when a 
female president seemed tantalizingly imminent.) Unlike 
the original, it doesn't proceed from a writer's genuine 
hungry obsession with all things inexplicable. The ghosts 
symbolize loud, chaotic elements seeking to split up our 
heroes, so they have more going on under the hood than 
they did in the original, where the ghosts didn't mean 
much of anything except gag fodder. Here, the ghosts 
have a certain beauty and pathos, and are sometimes 
scarier than their ancestors (though Slimer makes an 
appearance, as do many other fan-service ghoulies and 
actors). The movie is more readily comparable to Feig's 
other work than to its forefathers. It's a comfortable night 
out (or in), pleasing and unchallenging.

Tabor Academy Coral Reef Research 

On November 18, SSI/ Tabor Boy , Tabor 
Academy's 92-foot sail training schooner, will head 
down to the Caribbean for the winter months to act as 
home and research vessel during weeklong voyages for 
Tabor Academy student researchers. The students will be 
working on an ongoing collaborative research project to 
protect the coral reefs of the U.S. Virgin Islands. 

Formerly called Caribbean Studies, the program 
has been renamed to reflect its better nature - REEF: 
Research and Environmental Education Focus. And 
because the research is focused on coral reefs, it is an even 
more appropriate name. 

Tabor has been sending students to the Caribbean 
since 2004. Every three years, students have prepared 
in the fall with coursework in order to work in the 
winter to monitor the deteriorating health of the Elkhorn 
coral population in hopes of finding out why they are 
dying off. The school is there in service to the National 
Parks Service and the U.S. Geological Survey, who are 
partners with Tabor faculty member. Dr. John Crosby, 
on shared research goals. Tabor students, through 
their youthful physical abilities and their careful skill 
and understanding of their role, have been critically 
important players in a series of successes in this story. 
Improving their research methods each year, and setting 
new standards for observation by square meter (rather 
than a general location survey), excellent data collection 
has created a historic database, marked by specific way 
points accessible to all on Google Earth, which has helped 
scientists to put the Elkhorn Coral on the threatened 
species list and later the endangered species list. 

Happily, there has been recent improvement in 
the coral. Tabor's large-scale and quantitative study of 
coral health around the island of St. John has provided 
strong evidence, for the first time in over three decades, 
that recovery of these reef systems is possible.

project, but will also add a new component: current 
mapping. As Tabor Boy sails along, students collect water 
quality readings up and down the Sir Francis Drake 
Channel. This has revealed areas where wastewater 
dumping is occurring. Studying the currents will show 
where and how that activity is limiting reef recovery 
due to currents contributing to the concentration of coral 
pathogens within the bays and on the reefs. 

During Tabor's last visit to the park in 2014, 
research tracked currents within the bays using a natural 
florescent dye released in the water, and marked the 
currents using swimming students with GPS monitors. 
This year, the students will have some advanced 
technology to make things more efficient: flow meters.

TriTown Happenings 
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A tilt/ drag device has been created by James Cook 
University in Queensland, Australia (a new partner in this 
work) to measure the direction and speed of the currents 
helping to determine if the movement of water within 
the bays actually excludes the entry of "fresh" water 
from the adjacent channel. With dredging plans to make 
room for new marinas, this data is critically important to 
be sure development will not make the situation worse. 
The local government, the National Park Service, and the 
developers are counting on the data collected to make 
an informed and objective decision about next steps, 
recognizing that healthy coral populations are critical 
barriers to erosion of their island home, and valuable 
attractions for tourists as well. Tabor student researchers 
will deploy these devices and be sure they are properly 
transmitting their data, and then track the readouts 
onboard. 

The aim of this project for Tabor Academy is 
to provide students with strong examples of the power 
of collaboration, asking the right questions, being 
rigorous about methods, and seeking efficiencies through 
technology, and mostly, that their actions matter. On their 
return. Dr. Crosby hopes to involve his students to help 
write a research paper for submission to a peer-reviewed 
journal. Beyond being involved in a real life research 
project, being published coming out of high school isn't 
such a bad outcome for a student at the school by the sea.

Town's approval.

1. Irrigation of lawns via sprinklers or automatic irrigation systems; 

2. Washing of vehicles, except in a commercial car wash or as necessary for operator safety 
or to prevent damage and/or maintain performance of agricultural or construction 
vehicles or equipment; and 

3. Washing of exterior building surfaces, parking lots, driveways or sidewalks, except as 
necessary to apply paint, preservatives, stucco, pavement or cement.

Mattapoisett, through its Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners, 

4 irrigation to establish replanted or reseeded lawn or plantings 

4 irrigation of newly planted lawns (seeded or sodded) for homes or businesses newly 
constructed in (he previous twelve months; 

4 Filling of privately ow ned outdoor pooh; and 

4 irrigation by golf courses as necessary to maintain tees and greens.
